A BILL 

For the relief of Mr. James Wright of Easton, Pennsylvania 

A Petition and Presentment calling for the Government of united States to conduct a thorough 
investigation and Congressional review for the purposes of REFORM FOR JUDICIAL 
ACCOUNTABILITY. 

1 . Under Riglits and Authority granted to We the People pursuant to the First Amendment to the 

2. Constitution of the United States, granting the Right to seek a Redress of Grievances from the 

3 . government, this Petition for a Redress of Grievances against the Judicial branch of government 

4. is respectfully submitted to the Congress, the House of Representatives and the Senate, of 

5. The United States for action consistent with the Duty and Authority of the members under their 

6. respective Oaths of Office to investigate these Complaints and to proceed as enunciated below. 

7. Congress has jurisdiction under the broad powers granted by Article I, Section 8 of the 

8. Constitution to establish Rules for the Government (including the judiciai-y); to make all Laws 

9. which shall be necessary and proper . . . ; and to provide or withhold federal funding for the 

10. Execution of all Powers vested in the Government of the United States. 

1 1 . Article III, Section 1 of the Constitution empowers Congress to ordain and establish inferior 

12. courts and to maintain those courts so long as its public officers exercise "good behaviour". 

13. Under the provisions of "checks and balances" in our tri-partite Republican fonn of government, 

14. Congress has a DUTY and the authority to review and to coirect breaches of "good behaviour" 

15. [excesses or failures] of the Executive and/or Judicial branches of government, and where 

16. appropriate, to investigate and prosecute individual public officers whose perfonnance of the 

17. duties of their office offends the conscience of We the People. 

18. Article III, Section 2 affirms that "The judicial Power shall extend to all Cases, in Law and 

19. Equity, arising under this Constitution, the Laws of the United States, ...,", and further 

20. describing controversies to which the courts may exercise jurisdiction. 

21. Accordingly, all courts ordained and established under Congressional authority shall, as a duty, 

22. exercise judicial powers ONLY in confomiance with that Constitution and just Laws of the 
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23. United States and shall perfonn the duties of office sustaining "good behaviour". 

24. Article IV, Sections 1 and 2 of the Constitution extends the judicial powers to the States and to 

25. the Citizens of each State, especially the protections of "Privileges and Immunities" of Citizens 

26. subject to the jurisdiction of the courts. 

27. Article III Section 3 provides that the Testimony of Two witness to the same overt Act is 

28. sufficient to charge these Judicial Officials with acts of Treason. 

29. Review of conduct by public officers is delegated to the House of Representatives under Articles 

30. of Impeachment, Article I, sections 2& 3, and to the Senate for a trial upon Presentment of 

3 1 . impeachment by Congress. Article II Section 4 provides parameters and conditions under which 

32. there may be a removal offense. Congress may set term limits of the judicial officers. 

33. Under authority granted to Us pursuant to the First Amendment to the Constitution of the 

34. United States granting the Right to seek a Redress of Grievances from OUR government. We the 

35. People demand that the Congress of the United States of America take action in conformance 

36. with its DUTY under that same Constitution of the United States to Correct and to Reform the 

37. Judicial Branch of government, by whatever means necessary and appropriate, including the 

38. withholding of funds from district or inferior courts ordained and established by the Congress, 

39. and further, to prosecute those public officers whose conduct violates the Constitution and Laws 

40. of THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA for the purpose of restoring Integrity and 

41. Accountability to the Judicial Branch of govemment, and its subsidiary offices. 

42. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of America in 

43. Congress assembled ARTICLE III, Session 1 Authorized. 

44. For breach of the good behaviour standard of the Constitution and conduct that offends the 

45. conscience, and for violations of 18 U.S.C. §§ 3, 241, 241, and for conspiracy to violate 18 

46. U.S.C. §§ 1 1 1341 an 1961 in direct violation of the Constitutional rights of James Wright 

47. and other Citizens of the several States to equal protection of the Laws. 

48. The United States shall restore to James Wright choices in action in re: Cases in Northampton 

49. County, Pennsylvania, Docket No. C0048 CV 200200 4122 et al; 3rd Cir. U.S. District Court 

50. Case No. 06 - 225 1 ; and 3rd Cir. Appeals Court Judicial Council No. 07 - 1 7. 

5 1 . The Private Bill affirms evidence of multiple constitutional violations which inflicts irreparable 

52. harm on Citizens of the several States and upon James Wright. 

53. The Private Bill identifies specific acts prohibited under 18 U.S.C. § 1961 through § 1968 and 

54. by government enforcement, commiting the undersigned into "involuntary servitude" pursuant to 

55. 18 PaCS § 2902 under "full faith and credif . See also 8 U.S.C. § 1481 . 

56. The undersigned, serving as 'private attorney general' for We the People, does herewith present a 

57. demand to the Congress of the united States to review the complaints submitted herewith, and to 

58. ordain a fact-finding force or otherwise to investigate the TRUTH of the matters complained of 

59. herein as their DUTY under their respective Oaths of Office in satisfaction of the First 

60. Amendment rights of We the People to seek a redress of grievances from our government. 

61 . Congi-ess' DUTY shall include investigating all public officers who conspired or may have 

62. conspired to deprive Citizens of the several States and/or James Wright of civil and 

63. inalienable rights preserved under the United States Constitution and the Constitution of the 

64. United States, and to prosecute those individuals whose conduct offends the conscience in 

65. accordance with the provisions of the Constitution and Laws of the United States of America. 

66. These public officers engage in a "pattern and practice" of criminal acts against We the People 

67. that requires a remedy via Congressional action to enact legislation for the protection of the 

68. Republic and the Constitution of this Nation.

6. That judges in the courts oF my district and/or inFerior courts as described above perForm the 
duties oFtheir oFfice with absolute disregard For their Oath oFOFllce. an oath that requires each 
judge to support and deFend the Constitution oFthe United States.

10. That judges in the courts of my district and/or inFerior courts as described above engage in 
criminal acts, including tampering with oFllcial records to deprive myselF and other Citizens 
oF the several States oF "Privileges and Immunities" secured lo all Citizens undei- llie 
Constitution and Laws of the United States and State-Sanctioned Stealing. 

1 1. Thai judges in the courts oF my district and/or inFerior courts as described above engatte in a
